Expense of .Pumping Shows Heavy 

Increase Which May Affect 
Rates Now in Force 

A meeting of the town council held 
on Tuesday evening was attended by 
Mayor Pattinson, Councillors Allan, 
Antrobus, Borrows, Chapman, Hay- 
111 and Plante. 

A letter from W. C. Miller, of the 
Immigration department, asked for 
the council’s opinion as to admission 
to Coleman from Roumania 
man’s wife. The husband is at pre¬ 
sent working in the local mines, and 
in order to comply with immigration 
regulations, an endorsement from the 
town council is required. Constable 
Antle was instructed to get a report 
~i the case. 

Concerning this, councillors were of 
the opinion that they wished to be 
fair, yet at the same time they wished 
to be satisfied that the husband is in 
a position to maintain his wife and 
not become a charge on the munici¬ 
pality. 

Re the application of a party re¬ 
cently granted an old-age pension, 
who wants the relief grant continued 
for his wife, a letter was read from 
the provincial relief commissioner ad¬ 
vising the town the course to take in 
the matter. On motion the letter was 
filed. 

A communication from E. D. Bat- 
trum, town auditor, of Calgary, was 
the basis of considerable debate. He 
pointed out that having examined the 
annual statement of Coleman Light 
& Water Co., as of July 16, 1936, 
pumping costs showed an increase of 
about $3,000, also thawing expense 
was heavily increased. He went into] 
details on phases of the report, sum¬ 
marizing his survey of the report by 
stating that it indicated a heavy leak¬ 
age in the system and would inevit¬ 
ably lead to an increase of rates un¬ 
less checked. 

Mayor Pattinson stated that Mr. 
Battrum had spent considerable time 
and had been of good service to the 
town in connection with the reduced 
rates secured two years ago. His 
statement revealed to the council that 
steps would have to be taken to rem¬ 
edy the waste that is indicated, and' 
various councillors suggested steps 
that should be taken. Among them 
was the laying of a new outlet pipe 
from the dam, and the construction 
ot another storage dam. Councillor 
Haysom was quite indignant over the 
waste, and said that the town khould 
see that it got the annual rep rt rf 
the company promptly so that it 
could be thoroughly examined. The 
mayor suggested that a survey should 
be undertaken by an engineer to ad¬ 
vise the best course to follow. In the 
meantime Mr. L. Lindoe, civil engin¬ 
eer of the company, communicated 
with by telephone, advised he would 
meet Mayor Pattinson and Mr. Antro¬ 
bus at 9 a.m. Wednesday to discuss 
the matter with them to find if steps 
could be taken to overcome the wast¬ 
age and check up on the capacity of 
the pumps.

ities emphasize the importance of 
obtaining fresh nursery stock and 
from a reliable Canadian source. 
Roots and stems of good nursery 
stock are moist and pliable, and in 
the case of shrubs and vines the 
upper growth wiil show evidence of 
plenty of green, live buds. They are 
stored and usually sold from cool, 
darkened quarters. Before planting 
it is well to trim back the upper 
growth somewhat to offset any 
shearing off of roots, and it is not 
advisable to allow too much bloom¬ 
ing of the plants the first year. 

Most nursery stock, which term 
includes perennial plants, rose bushes, 
shrubbery, vines and fruit and orna¬ 
mental trees, should be planted just 
as soon as the soil is fit to work. In 
order to avoid disappointment in se¬ 
curing special varieties, orders should 
be placed early. Upon receipt, if it 
is impossible to plant, the stock 
should be covered with damp earth 
or placed in some cool, moist place 
until moved to permanent quarters 
outside.
